One of the grestest difficulties our diplo-
matists have had to encounter in Japan had
been to sequire & knowledge of t_hn.‘-m myate-
rious Laws of Gongensamsa to which Japauess |
offiofals 80 often refer as containing the basls |
of their political system, and in which they |
vofess to find precedents for any line of con-
Snnt they may choose to adopt. These lnwlf,
varionsly oalled the Legacy of ]J’“fﬂiﬂ: the
Laws of (iongensama, and the Laws of Japan,
were framed by [yeyas, & velebrated Tyocoon,
the fonnder of the family of the Tyooon of our
own day. Iyeysa lived in the beginning of
the seventeenth century, and after his death
was deifled nnder the title of Gongensama.
Mnny attempts to gain possession of this im-
ortant code bave been made, at last snocess-
ally: manuscript coples have now been ob-
tained, and one or two have lately fonnd their
way to Lurope. These laws consist of one
hundred gections, and display throaghont
bow thoronghly feudal is the Japanese syatem
of government, how much the power of the
sword is respected, how little regarded are
the people. The laws be%in by claina-
ing exemption from the gaze of all but official
eyes. “'This manuseript * * ® % may not
be seen by any but the Gorojin (Counneil of
State at Yeddo), who, profoundly secreting it
even when in the precincts of the official reai-
dence in order to conceal it from the sight of
others, shall reflect upon &nd record it in their
hearts.”” After a few recommendations tothe
raotice of self-denial in the performance of
uties, the providing ‘for the widower, the
widow, the orphan, aud the lome,’” and the
cultivation of purity of heart, they proceed to
the estimate of the revenue of the empire.
“The whole amount of the revenne of the
Empire of Japan is 28,190,000 kokus of rice
(each koku eauals 5:13 bushels). Ol this
20,000,000 is to be divided among the daimios
(nobles) aud shomios, who render faithfal ser-
vice; and the remaining 5,100 000 kokus form
the publio revenne, which should provide for
the protection of the Emporer and for keep-
ing in subjection the barbarians of the four
cossts.”’ 'The writer mext holds up to
admiration vertain vassals who have suffered
#‘their bones to be ground to powderaud their
flesh to be chopped up' in his cause; and
enacts that “‘in what way soever their poste-
rity my offend, for anything less than actual
treason their estates may not be confiscated.”
Then the principles of government are ex-
pounded:—*‘To asslst the peopls is to give
peacs to the empire. * % % Let my pos-
terity hold fast this principle.” *‘The people
are the foundation of the empire.” Upon
these very liberal dicta follow laws of an ob-

gtinately conservative nature. *lu absence
of precedent, forbid the making of new ground,
new water courses, and so forth, and the
framing of sny new messured of what kind
goever. Know that disturbances slways arise

from such innovalions. * # It is forbidden

to alter a faulty regulation if, through
inadyertency, it has been allowed to
remain in force duaring fifty years,”
By a subseqgunent law the dimios and

shomios of the faudai (bereditary vassal) and
tozama (baronial) classes, who do npot hold
official appointments, are divided into two
segtions. One of these is to reside at Yeddo
until relieved by the other. Those on duty
are entrusted with the care of the castle and
the outer enclogures. “They sghounld lend
assistance in repairing damages, in the erec-
tion of new bnildings, in extingnishing fire,
and 8o on.” When relieved, they are
ordered to maka ‘‘atour of inspection into
the prosperity or adverzity of the popnlation
of their territories.”” Then follow ruales for
the selection of magistrates of the ocivil and
criminal conrts, who ‘‘ars the reilectors of the
mode of government. Those who are invested |
with this office should ba chosen from a class |
of men who are upright and pure, distin- |
guished for charity and benevolence. Onoce |
every month one of the Gorojin should ba

gent, unexpectedly, to imquire into |
their  mode of adwministration: or
the Shignn should himsell go unex-

pectedly and investigate and declde the
case on hand.”” 'This watchful system is no
dead letter; it is sharply felt by officials of |
every 8. The rewards of virtue which
the magistrate may bestow, the punishments
of vice he may inflict, are next enumerated, |
the latter list oxhibllfng strange refilnements
in ornelty, the termival words “‘and so on
giving ofiloials the power to apply any supple-
mentary torture they may huappen to fuuey,
These punishments are—Ilst, branding; 21,
splitting the nese; 84, banishment; 4th, trans-
portation; Oth, sirangulation; Gth, imprison-
ment; 7Tth, decapitation and exposure of the
head; £ib, orucifixion and transfixion; Oib,
burniog; * 10th, ' decapitation; “and so on.”
But the infliction of the severe punishwments
of tylng a criminal’s legs to two oxen and
driving them in different directions, and of
boiling in oil, 18 not within the power of the
Shigun [i. e. Tyooon], and is, therefore, we
presuie, & prerogative of the Kmperor, After
reading this list of penalties we are not sur-
prised to learn that “‘a girded sword ia
the living sounl of a samnral (i ¢, an offi.
cer of the military olasses]. In case of a
samural forgettivg his sword, act as is
appointed; it may not be overlooked.” Wae
are not told the punishment due for this
offenge, but we may safely assume that it is
pot & lfght one. KFarther on we are informed
of the nsea to which these swords may be ap-
plied. “Bamurais are the masters of the four
clagses. Agriculturists, artisans, and mer-
ohants may not behave in s rude manner to-
wards samurals. The term for 4 rude man
is;*‘other than expected feliow;"’ aud & samurai
is not to ba interfered with in outting down a
fellow who has bebaved to him in & manner
figther than s expeoted.” But shonld two
men of equal rank fight and wound one an-
other with “‘sharp insiruments,’ they are
considered culpable, and ‘“‘shounld be judged
acoording to the severity of the wounds in-
flieted.” The rule of provedure on snch oooa-
pions ia to arrest the urlm::ﬁl’rn i “but at
times," it 18 significantly , ‘it may not
be fent to trace him."

The maintenance of the standing army is
made to devolve om the governments of the

different provindes. Each province is com-
pelled to goldiers in proportion to the
quantity of rice grown within its boundaries,

whether on pa

orime on whick the writer, as far &4 the Sate
iz concerned, wonld bs inolined to look merci-
fully; slthough he gives fall power to the
injured busbaud to slay his wife and her se-
duger, But In order, we presume, to avold
collusion on the kusband’s part, it is declared
that if he slay ove of them and spare the
other, his guilt “is the sawme as that of the
uurighteons persons.’” Bat, adde the law-
giver, “men aud women of the mili-
tary olass ure expected to know Detler
than to oceasion disturbance by violating
exigting regulations, and such & one breaking
them Ly lewd trifling or illigit jptercourse
shall bé punished &% onoe and without de-
liberation.”” Concubinage is sanctionsd within
certain limits, but the wife is ulways supreme
and holds the position towards a convabine
of alord towards his vassal. The Lmpearor
has twelve concublues. FPrinces may have
eight. Officers of the higher class may have
five mistresses. A samurai may have two
bandmaids. But below this rank of life such
indulgences must cease. As in Chins, 8o in
Japan, the persons of masters and fathers are
considered sacred, and any wrong inflicted on
them may be amply revenged without Inecar-
ring the penalty of the law. Thia right is
granted in thege word::—‘‘A person harboring
guch vengeance’ (i. ¢., for injary dome to
master or father) ‘“‘shall notify the same in
writing to the oriminal conrt; and * * % no
check or hindrancs may be offered to his carry-
ing ont his desire within the period allowed
for that purpoge,”

The harmony thal should exist between
lord and vassal is mnoh insisted on. The
writer gays that this harmony ‘‘has been
likened to that existing between water and
fish;" and he asks, *‘Ooght it not to beso?
If the golden rule, ‘Do not unto others that
which you would not have others do to yon,’
be so firmly grafted in the heartas not to be
lost sight of for o moment, the foroe of exam-
ple will indave inferiora to conform to this
virtuous teaching.'”” He fears, however, that
other mesns than example may be necessary
to induce inferiors to walk in the way they
should go, and s0 enjoina fearfal penalties for
inguberdination. *‘The guilt of n vassal mur-
dering his suzerain is the game in principle as
that of an arch-traitor to the Emperor. Iia
immediate companions, his relations, all even
to his mest distant connections, shall be
ont off and mowed down, root and fitre. The
guilt of a vassal only lifting his hand againat
his master, even though he does not assassi-
pate him, is the same.’

Asa warzing sgainst wives meddling in
their husbauds’ business the writer says,
“When & wife cconpies herselt with ontside
aflairs * # it is a pre-evidenceof ruian to the
house; it is as when aben is afllicted with a
propensity to crow at morn, and an allliction
of which every samnrai should beware.””

From guch matlers the writer turng to pro-
vinoial regulations. Hae says, ‘lu the revo-
lutions of nature, countries, honses, moun-
taing; rivers, and ferriea become damaged and
ruined, and considerable ontlay is requisite to

ut them in repair. A part of such expenses

8 to be borue by the neighboring province,
in proportion to the number of kokus it
produces. This tax is called ‘provincial
thank-tribute.”’” Next the roads and fislds
have his care, and he ordains that, “‘includ-
ing the trees on either side,” the great sea
road ‘‘shonld have a uniform width of 120
feet;'" cross-roads and horse ronds are to be
40 feet wide, footpaths 6 feet, and by-pathe 3.
feet, *Dwelliogs ehall not be erected on
gronnd under onltivation by husbandmen, as
the growth of bamboos and trees round the
walls is prejudicial to the crops. = # # [f
the boughs of large trees in the immediate
neighborhood of vﬁlagau in which the honses
are built oconseoutively become so large as to
interfere with the drying of grain, or to in-
terrupt the payment of aununal tribate, in the
first place the brauches shall be cut off, and

| if that is not guflicient the whole tree shall be

cut down."

The regulations for the preservation of
order on the roada are striot and emphatic.
“There are gixteen guard-houses established
on the main roads and by-roads of the districta
aud provinces * % * in order to prevent
man or woman disturbing the public peace,
# % % The superintendence of thess shonld
be entrusted to a eamurai of the Fadai class
of ancient lineage, without regard, however,
to his wealth., He ghall see that the rules
written for thelr regnlation are properly car-
ried out. Under ocertain cireumstanoes, not
éven a needls shonld be permitted to pass;
but on ordinary ocoasions horses and vehicles
may go through.'

As may be imagined from the tenor of these
lawe, the persons of wmewmbers of the Imperial
family are considered ssored, and a death
amonget them ranks as a public misfortune.
*'The departure from life of the Emperer, the
Imperial sire, the Imperial spouse, or any of
the Imperial blood relations, are oocasions of
profound darkness, and great and ominous
calamity for the whole empire. In high an-
tignity on such oocasions the eight sounds
wers snptreaﬁml within the four seas * & *
and all kinds of festivals were observed in
gilence. 'When an occasion of publie moarn-
ing ariges, a fixed term of mourning shonld
be appointed * * * Juring which avery

instrument that emits & sonnd of what kind
eoever shall ceasze,”

Further on we are informed that evilly dis-
ofed men are prevented from following more
gerous pursnits by the establishment in
towns of Lounses for “‘women of pleasurs;”
which houses, however, the writer also de-
acrilwsu:hu “'Worm-eaten spots of citiee,
He saya—*'They are uecessary evils, whioh
if forcibly nbolished, men of nnri hteous
principle would become liks ravelled thread.'
After varions regulations as to the title, rank
avd suites of the diflerent dalmios, ke orders
that at the expiration of their term of duat
at the capital, a8 mentioned above €eno
daimio according to his rank shall ;’lrelent
on'nrln%i to the Counncil of State; those in re.
oeipt of & “‘revenus of 10,000 kokas and up.
wards shall give the price of a horse ingold: "
those in ‘‘receipt of less than 10,000 Iltill
the price of a horre in silver.”’ On the coos-
glon of forelguers landing in the conntry eve
means is to be taken to inspire them wi
awe at the wealth and strength of the Goverg-
ment. ‘“‘Accvordiog to oclrocumstances
sball be treated with commiseration

bensvolemce, or with reserve. In all
oases & guard shall be 'ludon board thelir

sppoiniment; for thongh they are of gruat lo-
terest, vel the extreme jealonsy with which
they bave bLeon gnarded fostered the bellef
that they contalned the mora sesret oloes to
political action fo Jipan. Saome zuch fevllng
appears to have ooccnrred to thelr anthor on
layivg down his pen; for ha saye, “Lst mot
future generations ba indaced to ridiocnls me
a8 having the heart of a venerable old grand-
mother.”

GEEer Majesty's Thentre
From the Lendaon Thnes,

“YWhat is now called ‘Her Majesty's’ was
the firat theatre built for the performance ol
Italian opera iv England, and it was begnn by
Bir John Vaobrugh, on {ts present site, iu
1703, and finlshed in 1705. It was mnot, how-
ever, till 1710 that Italian operas were wholly
aoted there—till Handel's Rinaldo wan lret
performed by Italian singers as a commercial
gpecnlation, The vew house was a fallare,
snd in 1720 George I headed a subsoription of
£50,000, with a small gift towards ita main-
tenance. In less than two seasons ISbers, the
then lesgee, logt £44 000 in his efforts to make
it pay. Sunch a result is not sarprising when
wa gee what he had really to pay first of all.
For one seagon there was £15,000 & year rent;
for expenses there were:—Opera, £EG00;
ballet, £10,600; orchestra, £3200; goens-paint-
ing and wardrobes, £5300; lighting, £130;
BRlLiies, L£2000; servants, L£400; military
nard at the doors, £150; fittings of the King's

ox, £400, ete. With such outgoings it is no
wonder there was a losa. At last, in 1789, the
King’s Theatre, as it was then oalied, was
bumt to the ground; and thongh nothing was
gaved, not very much was lost by its destrue-
tion, for the theatre, as & theatre, was ill-
built, ill-nourighed, and ill-managed.

‘““Another arose upon its rins, buill by
Novolsielski, who was among the first to in-
troduce the horseshoe form of anditorinm.
The first stone was laid lg the Earl of Back-
inghamslire. Under the stome were laid
Fn nes, hall-gninea, seven, five, and one shil-
ing coing. All these, though not laid in &
bottle, as is nsnal now, were fonnd daring the
bullding of the new theatre to be as bright and
fresh a3 when they came from the mint. In
1820 the exterior of this new building was al-
tered by Nash and Ripton. The ground on
which the late theatre stood is crown pro-
perty, the lease of which, held by a private
individnal, has still more than forty years to
run. The old theatre had many fanits. Its
stage was too small; its means of ingress and
egress were lamentably defleient. Only one
narrow wooden stair communicated with the
amphitheatre, gallery, and side slips, and it ia
not too much to say that, had the fire which
atlast destroyed it in lesathan an hour ocourred
when the honse was full, goma four hundred
or five hundred people must almost inevitably
have lost their lives.

“The new theatre, thongh smaller in the
auditorinum, is in every way finer, batter, and
more convenient than the old. The length of
the gpace at the disposal of Mr. Lse was one
hundred and gixty-six feet, and its width one
hundred and forty-six feet. This has bLeen
utilized to the ntmost. The stage is now
fifty-one feet deep, ninety-five leet wide, and
peventy-one feet high—as large as the largest
stages yet Duilt, either Lere or abroad.
Twelve feet below this stage i3 a mezzanine
floor, and the total depth below the stage ex-
tends to npearly thirty feet, where the dronms
are placed for hoisting the scenery. It is not
intended to have the usual gliding scenes on
the stage atall. They are nearly all, if not

| entirely, to be what are technivally ocalled

‘oloths’—that is, scenes not paioted on frame-
work, but on loose canvas, with heavy rollers
at the ends to keep them firm and stiff in
their places when lowered. The advautage of
this plan is that it does away with the noise
and Eu,stle and laber of scene-shifting, the
gcene being merely raised np or lowered be-
neath the stage like an ordinary curtain.

‘The side ecenes, too, as they ara called,
are not intended to be run in the ordinary
wooden grooves, which oonatantly occasion
embarrassment and delay. These scenes will
simply be taken down twelve feet below the
stage into the mezzanine !loor, and then run
in grooves without requiring gupport from
above., livery part of the stage, though made
in the firmest manner, iz, in fact, movabla,
and can be adapted in & few minutes to the
most urgent requiréments of a great scenio
opera. The house is built in a herse-shoe
curve, seventy feet deep from the curtain by
fifty-six feet wide in the middle. The seats
will be wide enough to accommodate even the
utmost amplitnde of fssihionable l;]olllets, and
stflicient 8 will be given to _pllow every
one to altp:?:h ease. The stnl’,altogathar,
will accommodate about six hundred visitors,
There are fonr tiers of boxes in front of the
stage, and four tiers and an additional half
tier at either side.

‘The boxes are mugh larger than of old.
They have abont six feet frontage, with
heights according to the line of seven and a
half feet and nine feet, with depths varying
from seven feet to twelve feet. All the tiers
of boxes are 8o built that there is no need of
columus for the support of any part, and the

artitions between them are so arranged that
gurlng the winter season they can be removed
in the course of & day or so, and almost the
whole of the curve formed into the unbroken
baloony of & drees circle. The plan on which
the boxes have been thus constructed to do
away with great snpportivg pillars is very
simple. From the outer walls & series of
wrought-iron brackets have been bualilt out,
radiating towards the centre. Thess, midway
from the wall, are supported by a series of
powerful ocast-iron columns which extand
from the basement to the roof. The broad
pagsages between these iron colomns and the
walls are filled up on the inner theatre side
with fireproof walls and lofty arched fireproof
roofs overhead, Then thers is a distinot fire-
proof passage round every tier of boxes from
top to bottom. The weight of the boxes
themeelves i3 oarried on thav part of the
brackets or cantalevers which project beyond
these columus, and these are strong enongh
not only to bear the weight of the nsual four
vigitors in a box, but emongh literally to
support the box if it were filled with bricks
or stone.

“Thereare two great staircases between
fire-proof walls, which psss upwards to the
very roof of the building, and which would
sufiice to empty iv in case of slarm in less than
five minutes; the grand staircase is equally
